The  presentation  was  made 
by  Baron  Pierre  de  Gaiffier  d’Hestroy,  Belgian  charge  d’affaires  at  Ottawa.  Dr.  Best 
has  also  been  awarded  the  degree  of  merit  by  Nu  Sigma  Nu,  oldest  United  States 
medical  fraternity. 

Misses  Isabelle  Balthazard  and  Laure  Rifcse  were  honoured  recently  when  M. 
Francisque  Gay,  the  French  ambassador,  conferred  on  them  the  title  of  “Officier 
d’Academie"  in  recognition  of  services  rendered  to  French  culture  in  Canada.

Dr.  Leo  Marion  of  the  Division  of  Chemistry,  National  Research  Council,  addressed 
the  Chemical  Club  on  “The  Structure  of  Sempervirene”  on  November  22nd. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Dickey,  Assistant  Director  of  Research  of  the  Tennessee  Eastman  Cor- 
poration spoke  to  the  Chemical  Club  on  December  2nd  on  the  relation  of  chemical 
structure  to  the  colour  of  organic  dyes.

Ten  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Social  Work,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Professors  Stuart  Jaffary  and  Charles  Hendry,  spent  two  and  a half  days  in  November 
at  Peterborough,  studying  the  community  with  particular  reference  to  the  problem 
of  field  visits  by  students  to  smaller  communities  at  a later  date. 

The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy  has  recently  received  a 
large  portion  of  the  Andre  Dorfman  collection  of  minerals.  When  catalogued,  these 
specimens  will  form  a very  valuable  addition  to  the  display  collections  and  to  the 
collections  for  study  and  exchange. 
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The  third  meeting  of  the  Far  Eastern  Ceramic  Group  of  America  was  held  in  the 
Museum  on  December  4th.  This  group  was  formed  at  Cambridge,  Mass,  in  1948 
to  study  pottery  and  porcelain  of  the  Far  Eastern  field  from  an  historical  and  technical 
point  of  view.  Among  those  giving  papers  on  various  phases  of  the  main  topic,  “Some 
ceramic  techniques  of  T’ang  China  with  comparative  material  from  other  dynasties,” 
were  Miss  Helen  E.  Fernald,  F.  St.  G.  Spendlove  and  Miss  Ann  Thomson  of  the  museum 
staff.
